Meaning of Regeneration 


The word “regeneration” is 
gound in two places only in the 
4New Testament, namely, Matthew 
18:28. and Titus 3:5. The truth, 


however, of the new birth, or of 
being born again, or born of God, 
is dealt with in several passages, 
porticularly in John 3 and in the 


First Epistle of John. 

In His ifterview with Nicode- 
mus, Christ said, “Except a man 
be born of water and of the Spirit 
he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God” (John 3:5). If by the 
‘Water’ He meant baptism, it 
means then that not a single soul 
can be saved unless baptized! 
Tiat would at once shut out the 
thief, who was crucified at the 
game time as Christ Himself, and 
Ail others who might in the hour 
of death turn to Him in faith. It 
would exclude all infants dying in 
4nfancy, who had not been bap- 
tized, from any part in God's 
“K ingdom.* 


It is inconceivable that if He 


-—@ad meant baptism He would not 


have baptized, for we are told in 
Join 4:2 that Christ Himself bap- 
tized not. And yet to many a one 
He‘ said. “Thy faith has saved 
thee.” And if He had meant bap- 
tism, why did He not teach that 
at other times instead of giving 
only this pronouncement? 

We do not accept, however, that 
that was what He meant. The 
«cst of the chapter is an answer 
to such a position, and the teach- 


4ng of Scripture elsewhere on the 


subject of the new birth is so plain 
that it shows clearly what He did 


-apean. The word “again” (ver. 3) 


geans “from above,” in accord 
with the statement in John 1:12, 
13, “who were born—of God.” 

In the First Epistle of John 
“born of God” occurs four times 
(3:9: 4:7: 5:1 and 4). John 1:12, 
13, shows that everyone who re- 
eeives Christ or who believes in 
His name is born of God, and so 
becomes a child of God. In chap- 
ier 3, Christ shows that this birth 
is by the Spirit of God in contrast 
with the natural birth; and in re- 
piy to question by Nicodemus, He 
explains how this is. brought 
about, in vers. 13-16; it is by be- 
Jieving on Christ as the Son of 
God lifted up on the cross that 
eternal life is received. 

fn 1 John 5:1 it is stated that, 
“Whosoever believeth that Jesus 
is the Christ is born of God,” and 
ity that epistle where the new birth 
is often referred to, and the evi- 
denees of it are so clearly given, 
the subject of “baptism” is never 
msicntioned.

God (Rom. 6:23; John 10:28). Sal- 
vation is of grace solely, and is 
received by faith and faith alone 
| (Eph. 2:8, 9). “He that believeth 
on the Son of God hath eternal 
| life’ (John 6:47). 


Significance of New Birth 

What is the significance of the 
words, “Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit” (John 3: 
>)? The only way that we can 
learn that is by referring to other 
passages of the Word of God 
which can give light upon the 
statement. Water is frequently 
used as a figure of the Word of 
God, and also of the Spirit of God. 
Such passages as Psalm 119:3; 
John 15:3; and Ephesians 5:26, 
exemplify its use of the word and 
connect it with cleansing from 
defilement. In 1 Pet. 1:23 we are 
taught that the Word of God is 
the direct agent used in the new 
birth, as also in James 1:18. 

In the verse in 1 Peter we are 


taught that we are born again by 
the Word of God, as of incorrupti- 
ble seed, in the way that seed 
brings forth life. The Word is the 
incorruptible seed which produces 
the new life in the believer. In 
James 1:18 we are begotten by 
the word of truth, and in ver. 21 
the exhortation is to receive the 
engrafted word which is able to 
save your souls. In John 6:63 we 
have the words of Christ Himself: 
“The words that I speak unto you 
are spirit and are life.” It is there- 
fore by believing or receiving the 
Word of God that the life of God 
is imparted to the believer, as we 
are told in 2 Peter 1:4, that be- 
come “partakers of the Divine na- 
ture” by the promises of God. 

The words in John 3:5, “of wa- 
ter and of the Spirit,” might be 
read “of water, even of the 
Spirit,” and be a perfectly correct 
translation. And such a rendering 
would be fully in accord with the 
teaching in that Gospel regarding 
the Spirit, for in chapters 4 and 
7 water is used as a figure of the 
Spirit. That would mean that 
Christ was showing Nicodemus 
that the new birth was entirely a 
spiritual one, and this agrees with 
the words in ver. 8. where the 
Spirit is likened to the wind; as 
well as the thought of contrast 
with fleshly birth in ver. 6. 


Not Through Baptism 

Not only does the truth about 
the new birth absolutely contra- 
dict any thought of baptism being 
the condition upon which it is re- 
ceived, but the teaching about 
baptism also refutes such a posi- 
tion. There is not a single instance 
of the baptism of a child in the 
New Testament, and in every in- 
stance of baptism mentioned in 
the Acts those who were baptized 
were said to have believed. The

Missionaries Plead 
In Tagalog Dialect 


For “Whats” 


Recently we have agreed to try to raise money for trans- 
lation and printing of the editor’s booklet, “What Must I Do to 
Be Saved?” in the Korean language. Before that we agreed to 
support such work in Formosa in tthe Chinese language. Now 
we have another request. Our Brother Fred Jarvis, of the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission and the Youth for Christ, has 
helped work up interest in Christian literature in several 
countries, getting the missionaries united and setting up a 
local organization to handle translation, printing, and distri- 


bution. He has been working 


in the Philippine Islands and 


we have the following letter from him. 


“Febias, Box 1831 
“Manila, P.lI. 
“June 22, 1952 
“Evangelist John R. Rice 
“Wheaton, Illinois 
“Dear Brother Rice: 

“Tt has been my privilege today 
to meet with a number of breth- 
ren here in Manila to consider the 
need for getting out good litera- 
ture here. 

“After an unhurried time of 
discussion and prayer, the breth- 
ren felt that we should write to 
you about the urgent need for get- 
ting your booklet, ‘What Must I 
Do to Be Saved?’ translated and 
printed in a number of dialects 
here. Although English is used 
extensively here, still there are 
millions that cannot be reached 
effectively except through their 
own dialect, and pitifully little is 
being done to make Christian lit- 
erature available in these Islands. 

“I explained to the brethren 
how that God has used you to 
make available such large num- 
bers of your tract in other lan- 
guages. I told the brethren that I 
felt that I could take the respons- 
ibility of getting at least $500 for 
literature for them here. 

“We the following, have per- 
sonally pledged ourselves to Cco- 
operate in praying and working 
for an aggressive Christian litera- 
ture ministry for the Philippines. 
We feel it is one of the needs of 
the hour to reach these millions 
through this effective but neg- 
lected medium. Since more than 
five million of your tract, ‘What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?’ have 
been circulated and that God has 


blessed it so much, we feel that. 


it could be greatly used here also. 


“The friends of the Far Eastern 
Gospel Crusade have this tract 
translated in Tagalog, and this 
would be the most logical dialect 
to have it printed in first. 
“We are writing you with a 
hope and prayer that the Lord 
would make it possible to have 
this tract available for distribu- 
tion by all the evangelical groups 
here, 
“We are happy in the Lord's 
blessing on your ministry in the 
States and elsewhere, and we 
trust that His blessings will be 
even greater in the days ahead. 
We trust that the matter of the 
need in the Philippines of your 
tract, will receive your helpful at- 
tention.

Sessions will begin with a pre- 
liminary Wednesday communion 
service and will continue through 
the week to Sunday, ending with 
special addresses from R. G. Le- 
Tourneau, Christian industrialist, 
and Waldo Yeager of Toledo, 
CBMCI vice-chairman. 


OLD-TIMERS HONORED 
AT CONVENTION 
KANSAS CITY, Mo. (E/P) Pi- 
oneer preachers held a place in 
the sun at the recent 13th general 
assembly of the Church of the 
Nazarene, held June 19-28 in the 
Kansas City auditorium. Seventy- 
two men and women who had 
preached the gospel at least 40 
years answered the call to a spe- 
cial reunion and there effected a 
permanent organization. The Rev. 
Joseph N. Speakes, of Monroe, 
Washington, who has a record of 
58 years as a preacher, was named 
permanent chairman. Dr. E. P. 
Ellyson, Kansas City, veteran of 
62 years’ service, and the Rev. 
John E. Threadgill, Lytton 
Springs, Texas, a preacher for 59 
years, together with Speakes had 
a total of 179 years of service for 
Christ. The “Pioneer Preachers” 
will meet at least once every four 
years in connection with the quad- 
rennial general assembly of the 
church. There were 38 men who 
had a record of forty years or 
more in the ministry, and nine 
women reported they had been 
ordained forty years or longer.

Joe Burton, secretary of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, re- 
ports that the final Miami Con- 
vention registrations were 11,025. 
Florida led the states with 1,289 
delegates. North Carolina was 
next with 1,225, Texas had 1,134. 
In addition to delegates from 22 
Southern Baptist states, others 
came from New York, Alaska, 
Ohio, Idaho, Michigan, Colorado, 
and Delaware. 


ATTACKS OBSCENE 
LITERATURE 


(E/P) One-third of the maga- 
zines found on newsstands through- 
out the country peddle sex, sad- 
ism, or violence, according to J. 
Alvin Kugelmass in the May issue 
of the Christian Herald. The ar- 
ticle declared that some $200 mil- 
lion worth of fact-detectives, girlie, 
nudist, ‘‘cheesecake,” “gag” and 
so-called “health” magazines plus 
pocket books with salacious covers 
and filthy stories are sold openly 
on newsstands and in drug and 
stationery stores. Kugelmass de- 
clares the fault lies in: failure to 
enforce existing laws and to brave 
the borderline into “censorship.” 
He gives a 9-point program 
through which alerted citizens 
may clean up their local news- 
stands. The plan includes joint 
efforts of P. T. A. and committees 
of clergymen and teachers, plus 
direct approaches to both retailers 
and distributors, and demands for 
police action. 


TO INCREASE DEDUC- 

TIONS FOR CHARITY 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (E/P) 
The United States Senate has 
passed a bill which will allow a 
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cmatnenngeed 
taxpayer to deduct as much as 20 
per cent of his gross income in- 
stead of the present 15 per cent 
allowance for contributions to 
charitable, educational, and reli- 
gious or other tax-exempt organ- 
izations. This must be also approv- 
ed in the House of Representa- 
tives. It has been returned to the 
House and is in the hands of the 
Committee on Ways and Means. 
It is important that the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means be urged 
immediately to give favorable con- 
sideration to this bill and report 
it out to the House for adoption 
before adjournment, according to 
a bulletin from the Golden Rule 
Foundation. This provision, which 
would become effective on the 
first of next January, would be 
a great aid to colleges and hos- 
pitals, and all tax exempt’ organ- 
izations devoted to religious and 
welfare service. 


RELIGION IN NATIONAL 
PARKS 


(E/P) The General Board of 
the National Council of Churches 
has approved plans for setting up 
a religious program for visitors 
to U. S. national parks. Seminary 
students will conduct preaching 
services on Sundays, vesper serv- 
ices during the week, and other 
religious activities in Yellowstone 
Park this summer. The program 
will be extended to other parks 
each year until all are covered. 
Last year there were more than 
12,500,000 visitors to the 28 na- 
tional parks, but few parks had 
any church help in providing rel- 
igious programs either for visitors 
or park employees. 


NOVEL PRIZE WINNER 
ANNOUNCED 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich, (E/P) 
The Rev. Craig Massey, pastor of 
the Independent Bible Church in 
Altoona, Penna., was named by 
Zondervan Publishing House as 
the winner of its $1,000 Juvenile 
Christian Fiction contest. Massey 
was awarded first prize for his 
novel Fleming Valley, the story of 
a 16-year old boy’s adventures 
among Mohawk Indians in Rev- 
olutionary War days. Meanwhile, 
the Eerdman’s Publishing Com- 
pany of Grand Rapids has an- 
nounced the 1954 Biennial Fiction 
Award for the best manuscript of 
Christian fiction submitted prior 
to September 1, 1953. The award 
will be $5,000 in cash, and regular 
royalties on sales beyond the first 
10,000 copies. 


According to the National Tem- 
perence League, reports from 
Army medical authorities in Ger- 
many say that “chronic alcoholism 
among young American soldiers 
in Germany has increased to a- 
larming proportions.” Hospital 
wards are “crammed with GI’s 
between 19 and 25 who have been 
pronounced unfit for duty because 
of alcoholism.” Reasons for the 
upsurge were attributed largely to 
the fact that Army clubs for en- 
listed men serve almost unlimited 
amounts of hard liquor. 


The size of American families 
is Jncreasing. There has been a 
large increase in the number of 
second, third, and fourth children. 
The number of mothers bearing 
a second child is now 91 per cent 
greater than in 1940, and the num- 
ber of third born has increased 
86 per cent. Of the 4,000,000 ex- 
pected births in 1952, an estimat- 
ed 1% million will be third, fourth, 
or fifth children. 


Of the 44.5 million occupied 
dwellings in the United States, 25 
million are owner occupied; 44 
million have electric lights; 35.1 
million have mechanical refrigera- 
tion; and 22.3 million have central 
heating. 


As of January 1, 1952, 30.5 per

the $3,000-$4,999° income group 
and 55 per cent were found in

The Unpardonable Sin

T am lost. I sent for you that I 
may send a message to my 
friends.” She then delivered a 
most solemn message to him to 
carry’ to her friends; and then 
turned her face toward the wall, 
and continued to repeat until she 
was dead, “Too late; too late; 
too late’; and she was gone. 

God doesn’t always mark that 
sin; but when a man has com- 
mitted that sin, you cannot find 
an individual on earth who can 
pray for him, The Spirit will not 
indite a prayer; when it is too late, 
nobody can pray for him. 

If you will lay aside any views 
you have cherished on this sub- 
ject for a few minutes and look 
at a few thoughts over which I 
have prayed and reflected and 
wept, I will mark the sin, and 
then you can come to your own 
conclusion. I will answer five 
questions: What is the unpardon- 
able sin? What persons can com- 
mit it? How does it show itself 
after it has been committed? 
How may I know whether I have 
committed it or not? And what 
is the reason that’ sin can be for- 
given as well as any other? 


Unpardonable Sin Is a Wilfull 
and Continued Rejection 
of Light 

Let me tell you first what it 
is not. It is not profane swearing; 
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there isn’t a shadow or reference 
to profanity in this text. It isn’t 
stealing. It isn’t drunkenness. It 
isn’t murder. All these are vile 
enough; but they have been for- 
given, and can be. There is some- 
thing in its consequences worse 
even than any and all of these. If 
it is neither of these, what is it? 
I answer, it is the climax of con- 
tinued rejection of the Gospel of 
Christ. It is just as simple as 
this: Whenever you hear the call 
of the Gospel, say ‘“‘No,” and go 
about your business; you hear the 
call again, and say “No,” and you 
continue to do that until the first 
you know you are a sinner let 
alone; you haven't had conviction 
in five years; the Spirit has gone. 
It isn’t some glaring act of your 
life. 1 supposed it was some glar- 
ing act of a man’s life; I was 
wonderfully mistaken. It is a repe- 
tition of the same thing until con- 
science no longer excercises its 
function, and the Spirit ceases to 


apply the truth, and you are a 
sinner let alone. 

I think we can get light on 
this subject, and if you will go 


with me in thought, we will see 
how the Pharisees managed to 
commit this sin. You look it over 
at your leisure, and you ‘will find 
from first to last, no matter what 
evidence Christ gave of His di- 
vinity, they said, “Away with it.” 
It was the rejection of light, the 
rejection of evidence. And, friends, 
you want to take into account 
that you cannot be more moral 
than the Pharisees were. They 
gloried in their honesty, in their 
uprightness, in their general moral 
character; yet Christ warned those 
moral men against this sin. 


Go with me and see how they 
managed to commit this sin. You 
all remember the case that I pre- 
sented today of Christ’s raising 
Lazarus. Lazarus had been in the 
grave four days, and I presume 
there were five times as many 
persons around that cave as hear 
me now. The stone was removed, 
and the corpse was exposed to 
the eyes of the multitude. Can 
He do it? Can He raise that dead 
man that has been in that_cave 
four days? When all was ready, 
with authority belonging alone 
to omnipotence, said Jesus, ‘“Laz- 
arus, come forth.” He was not in 
a coffin. It is thought he threw 
his feet off from the shelf or 
table on which he was resting, 
and stood there wound up in his 
grave clothes. ‘‘Loose him,’ said 
Jesus; “you can do that. Phari- 
sees, will you take me as the 
promised Messiah? Have I given 
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/men; 


' brace the humble Nazarene; 
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you evidence of my divinity?” 

“Away with it!” 

I am showing you how they 
managed to commit that sin, and 
that it was the climax of a will- 
ful and continued rejection of light. 


But they had not committed that 
sin. It is not simply one act of 
your life; it is the climax of a 


repetition of the same thing. 


After that a girl about twelve 
years old died. They laid her body 
out in an upper chamber. Christ 
went up into that chamber as 
we would have done. Humanity 
was in the chamber, but Divinity 
was in the chamber. Approach- 
ing the corpse, Jesus said, “Tali- 
tha cumi,” which is, ‘““Maid, arise’; 
and she was restored to the re- 
joicing family. “Pharisees, have 
I given you evidence of my di- 
vinity? Will you take me?” 

“We will not; away with it; 
away with the evidence”—the re- 
jection of light. But it was not 
too late. 


Sometime after that a young 
man died. His body was on a 
bier, and as they were moving 
toward the grave, Christ ap- 
proached the bier and said, ““Young 
man, arise,”’.and he was restored 
in the presence of them all. “Phari- 
sees, will that do?”’ 


‘We will not have Christ; away 
with it.” But it wasn’t too late. 

Sometime after that they heard 
He was preaching in another part 
of the city; and it was quite a 
common thing for Him to have 
five or ten thousand persons to 
hear His sermons. The Pharisees, 
hearing that He was there, sent 
officers to arrest Him. I venture 
they sent officers enough; I pre- 
sume they took with them their 
chains and their handcuffs—‘If 
there is any resistance we will 
iron Him.’’ They reached the spot 
just as Christ was in the midst 
of His discourse, and they were 
gentlemen enough not to arrest 
Him while He was speaking. So 
they heard a part of His sermon, 
and what those officers heard en- 
tirely disarmed them, and they 
came back without Jesus. Said 
the Pharisees, “Why haven’t you 
brought Him? We know He was 
there, and you had men enough, 
and why haven’t you brought 
Him?” “Never man spake like this 
man. We never heard such a 
preacher; we had no power to 
touch Him.” “Oh, away with it; 
away with it.” 

Now, friends, honestly I ask you 
all, away with what? Away with 
evidence that satisfied their own 
away with evidence that af- 
fected their own officers, that 
went to arrest Him. Why didn’t 
they say, “Gentlemen, you are our 
officers; if you think there is 
anything in His claim to be di- 
vine as well as human, why, your 
opinion amounts to something’? 

But they say “No, it doesn’t. 

If you are all converted to the 
Nazarene, we are not. Away with 
it.”” Friends, I am carefully show- 
ing you how they managed to 
commit that sin, that it was a 
willful and continued rejection of 
light. But it wasn’t too late. 
» sometime after that Jesus was 
brought before Pilate for an ex- 
amination, and Pilate, finding no 
fault with Him, came out before 
the Pharisees and said, “I find 
no fault in this man; I really 
don’t see anything Wrong about 
him. But you have a custom on 
this occasion that some prisoner 
shall be set at liberty; we have 
a very bad man in jail now, his 
name is Barabbas, he is in for 
murder and sedition; let me give 
liberty to Jesus and you take this 
murderer and crucify him.” What 
did they say? “Not this man, but 
Barabbas.”’ And they were so bit- 
ter against Jesus that Pilate 
thought he must have overlooked 
something; so he went into the 
Judgment Hall and sat down by 
the side of the Son of God. ‘‘Now,”’ 
said Pilate to Jesus, “your life is 
in my hands; I have power to re- 
lease you and I have power to 
condemn you; I want you to tel] 
me, right here between you and 
me, are you the Son of God?” 

“Pilate,” said Jesus, “I am the 
Son of God’; and satisfied that 
officer of His divinity. 

Why did he not throw his arms

you like to decide to be a can- 
didate in an election where even 
your best friends didn’t give you 
a “Chinaman’s” chance? How 
would you like to decide whether 
to send American G.I.’s thousands 
of miles across the sea in a land 
that is virtually a ‘“No-Man’s 
Land” compared to America even 
if a shot were not fired. Most of 
us would thank God we didn’t 
have to make decisions like that. 
But any man who happened to be 
President would have to make 
decisions that affect the world. 

Suppose the President of the 
United States, at one of his press 
conferences, would say to the re- 
porters (this won’t happen but we 
can suppose): “Ask the people of 
the United States to pray to God 
that a message be sent to me that 
will help us spiritually in the 
crisis.” In my imagination I see 
consecrated people of all religious 
faiths going to their knees to help 
the President in his request. And 
in my imagination I see the Chris- 
tian’s heavenly Father putting a 
text near to the heart of our Pres- 
ident. We can call it God’s tele- 
gram text to President Truman. 
What is the text? It is in II 
Chronicles 7:14. Give heed to the 
words which is the solution to 
every problem that America faces 
today. 


“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked 
ways; then will I hear from heav- 
en, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land.” 

Three things we call to the at- 
tention of our President: 


1. Mr. President, we list some 
apparent reasons as to why Amer- 
ica needs God. 

2. Mr. President, our God has 
set forth His terms to help us. 

3. Mr. President, if we meet the 
terms, victory is sure to come. 


I. Mr. President, We List 
Some Apparent Reasons 
As to Why America 
Needs God 


Several years ago Americans 
were introduced to a new song. 
It took hold immediately. 


God bless America, land that we 
love, 

Stand beside her and guide her 

Through the night with a light 
from above. 

From the mountains to the prair- 
ies, 

To the oceans white with foam, 

God bless America, my home 
sweet home. 


Well, God has blessed America. 


But the sad thing is that millions | proud, somewhat arrogant, boast- 


of Americans have done nothing 
to indicate appreciation. Just off- 
hand, think of the things God has 
blessed America with: wonderful, 
needful and tremendously rich na- 
tural resources, bountiful natural 
beauty, the best form of govern- 
ment known to man, freedom of 
speech and press, religious free- 
dom, separation of Church and 
State, a land where everybody has 
a chance, an ideal location, and 
world leadership in atomic energy. 

But despite these blessings, A- 
merica has forgotten God. Ameri- 
ca is in a moral slump. Whenever 
people take their eyes off God, 
moral decay begins. Every dead 
nation and every dead civilization 
has followed the same blueprint to 
extinction. Here are the five steps 
to chaos: (1) adversity, (2) pros- 
perity, (3) luxury, (4) dissipation, 
(5) desecration. History will verify 
this five-fold pattern in the de- 
Struction of Egypt, Assyria and 
Babylon, Persia, Greece, Rome. 
France, Spain, and Germany. But 
we have that arrogant feeling that 
it can’t happen to us. We say we 
have never lost a war. It is this 
very spirit, thinking that it can’t 
happen, that makes it so danger- 
ously possible that it could happen. 

One hundred and fifty years 
ago a prominent Frenchman came 
to America to find the secret of 
America’s greatness, Later on he 
wrote: “I sought for America’s 
greatness, and I found it not in 
her fields and factories; I found it 
not in her fleets and commerce; 
I found it not in her Congress and 
great tribunals. It was only when

I entered her churches and heard 
her pulpits thundering against sin 
and preaching righteousness that 
I discovered her greatness. Amer- 
ica is great because America is 
good. If America ceases to be 
good, America will cease to be 
great.” 


What a prophecy—“If America 
ceases to be good, America will 
cease to be great!” Without bur- 
dening anyone’s mind with lengthy 
statistics on crime, the liquor traf- 
fic or juvenile delinquency, it is 
apparent that a- large part of A- 
merica is ceasing to be good. All 
one needs do is mention some 
things and a black picture begins 
to unfold. These questions intro- 
duce you to America’s sins. What 
about the desecration of the Lord's 
Day? What about the collapse of 
American home life? What about 
the staggering cost of crime in 
our land? What about the inroads 
the liquor industry has made on 
our way of life? What about the 
ever-present problem of juvenile 
delinquency which is nothing more 
than the fruits of a sorrowful 
adult delinquency? What about 
the pagan trend in modern educa- 
tion? What about the pulpits that 
are silent concerning the faith of 
our fathers and who proclaim in- 
stead a diluted and impotent social 


| gospel? 


Mr. President, there is no ques- 
tion but that America needs God 
and needs our leaders to point our 
people to God. It is the glorious 
privilege of preachers to point 
people to God, but it is the fruits 


of preaching for our laymen to 
undergird the pulpits’ proclama- 
tions. 


II. Mr. President, Our God Has 
Set Forth His Terms 
to Help Us 

God’s telegram text for this 
present crisis lists four conditions 
that must be met. These condi- 
tions are set’ forth in language 
clear and unmistakable. The words 
are not cloaked in the guise of 
diplomatic terms that require le- 
gal minds to interpret. The four 
prerequisites for victory are (1) 
Humility, (2) Prayer, (3) Seeking, 
(4) Repentance. And these four 
things can only be brought about 
by the people who belong to God. 
The text plainly states, “If my 
people, which are called by my 
name” will do certain things, then 
and only then will our Father in 
Heaven look with favor on us. 

Take a look at these conditions: 

1. HUMILITY: “If my people, 
which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves. . .” For 
the most part we have become 


ful, a nation of “‘Superness,” in- 
flated to the bursting point. When- 
ever man takes the credit for 
achievement, whenever God is left 
out of any transaction, then man 
is steering for oblivion. Today if 
you stand among the ruins of 
Babylon you can address your con- 
versation to illiterate Arabs, It 
seems inconceivable that a great 
civilization such as_ existed in 
Babylon could pass away. But it 
happened. The mournful history of 
civilization long decayed, points to 
the possibility of future illiterate 
peasants living among the ruins 
of Times Square or the Capitol at 
Washington, D.C. 

Our inventions are marvelous. 
Our scientific leadership ranks 
first in the world. Our standard 
of living is the best in the world. 
Our luxuries are “out of this 
world.” To have all we have and 
be humbly grateful to God is one 
thing; to have these things and 
leave God out of the picture will 
lead to certain destruction.

2. PRAYER: “If my _ people, 
which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray 
... Mr. President, there are mul- 
titudes who today are saying that 
you ought to set apart a day to 
pray for peace and victory. Some 
say, “The bells ought to ring every 
day to remind the people to stop 
and pray.” Some say, “If people 
would only pause a few moments 


in prayer each day, the war would 
stop.” But there could be indica- 
tions on the part of our people 
far more powerful than your set- 
ting apart a day of prayer, Mr. 
President. That would be that the 
people called by His name were 
so concerned that they would 
make every day a day of prayer 
without its being mechanically set 
apart. The urgency of the hour 
would seem to constrain such ac- 
tion. 

Dr. Robert G. Lee, then Pres- 
ident of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, recently sent a message 
to our denominational presses. In 
part he said: “Thinking of the 
Soviet Union with its anti-God and 
anti-Peace purposes, showing a 
determination to bring about 
world revolution and the Marxist 
way of life, I would with vows of 
consecration, say, ‘PRAY YE, Re- 
membering that our nation can go 
the way of Rome, which was con- 
quered not by foes without but by 
collapse within, I say ‘PRAY YE’. 
Knowing that because of what is 
spoken in the secret places of 
prayer, God himself descends and 
fights for us, responding to our 
insistent pleas, I say to myself 
and to you: ‘PRAY—AND FAINT 
NOT!” 

3. SEEKING: “If my people, 
which are called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face. . .” There is the 
story of an old downtown church 
in St. Paul, Minnesota. It had 
once been a popular place of wor- 
ship. On a cold bitter night fire 
destroyed the structure. All was 
wiped out except an eight-foot 
marble statue of Jesus. Unharm- 
ed, it was brought to the street 
and placed before the smoldering 
wreckage. For days that figure of 
Christ stood in the black ruins, 
and multitudes looked upon the 
Saviour with His arms outstretch- 
ed in invitation. 

In a much higher degree the 
people of America need to see the 
face of Christ, not in the lifeless- 
ness of cold marble but in the liv- 
ing power of His love. We need 
to see Christ, His face as He rises 
against today’s background of 
bloodshed, devastation, and ruin. 
The strongest assurance for our 
fair land, the needed security of 
our homes, the strengthening of 
our churches, the serenity of our 
hearts—all come from beholding 
the Lord with eyes of faith. His 
appeal is “LOOK UNTO ME AND 
BE YE SAVED.” 

4. REPENTANCE: “If my peo- 
ple, which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways. . .”” Humility, 
praying, seeking are all important. 
But the test of our sincerity lies 
in repentance. We must turn from 
our wicked ways. America must 
do it to survive. The people who 
belong to God must repent FIRST. 
There is no hope for others until 
God’s very own are right in their 
living. And this is a hard order 
for Americans to take. But it is 
not as hard as seeing our city 
bombed, our country invaded, and 
serfdom being imposed upon us. 
John the Baptist in his day said, 
“The axe is laid at the root of 
the tree.” Jesus said, “Repent or 
perish.” Those are the alternatives 
that we face. 

Mr. President, what will we do 
about God’s ‘eondition? Will you 
as our leader see that we carry 
them out? 


Ill. Mr. President, If We Meet 
the Terms, Victory is 
Sure to Come 

God’s honor is at stake. It is 
always so. God is willing for us 
to take Him at His word, and 
three things God promises if we 
meet the condition: 

(1) He will hear from heaven; 
(2) He will forgive our sins; (3) 
And, praise God, He will heal our 
land. Could we ask for more? 

More than just a victory in 
Korea will come to us if we give 
heed to God’s telegram text. Amer- 
ica can write a new page in his- 
tory. America can change the pat-

ner history.

Him and crucify Him; I find no 
fault in Him.” 

They cried, “His blood be on 
us and on our children, our des- 
cendants; all we ask of you, Pilate, 
is officially to put that man into 
our hands, officially let us have 
Him.” Then he officially delivered 
Christ to their will; and you re- 
member what followed—the crown 
of braided thorns, the scarlet robe 
and reed, and the insults. After 
abusing and insulting Christ as 
long as they thought proper, they 
put the whole affair into the 
hands of one man to act as cap- 
tain, called the Centurion, as if 
they had said, “Now, Centurion, 
there is Christ, and there are the 
nails and the hammer, and here 
are a hundred soldiers if you want 
them; you see that this Jesus 
is thoroughly crucified.” 


I don’t suppose the Centurion 
touched the hammer or the nails, 
but he took Him out to the spot 
and said to the soldiers. “Now 
stretch out His hands—drive a 
large spike through His hand; 
now the other one. Take off His 
sandals, and put a spike where 
it will go among the little bones 
of His feet, and drive it home in 
the post.” This was done, and 
the blood began to stream from 
His hands and feet; and there 
stood the Centurion, their chosen 
man. Just then the sun up in 
mid-heaven muffled its face, and 
for three hours refused to unveil 
its face and shine down on the 
scene. The rocks all around that 
place were split; the graves were 
opened; the great curtain—in our 
translation it is called the veil; 
it was a great curtain with a 
variety of colors on one side, be- 
hind which the high priest used to 
go alone to make atonement— 
that curtain was torn from top 
to bottom and swung apart, show- 
ing that no high priest would 
ever go behind that curtain again. 
The Centurion took the witness 
stand, and smiting upon his breast, 
audibly said, “Surely this was 
the Son of God.’

I be- 
lieve history has it that he gave 
them fifty or sixty Roman soldiers, 
hard men, to guard that sepul- 
chre; and they were going to prove 
to the world that the whole thing 
was a farce. 

And there was Jesus all night 
Friday night, and all day Satur- 
day, and all night Saturday night, 
in the sweet repose of the grave; 
showing us that it is not a bad 
thing to be dead if we are only 
ready. But Sunday morning, with 
the guard all around the sepul- 
chre, the Father seemed to say 
to one of the angels, “You -can 
go and remove the stone.” The 
angel flew to the spot and rolled 
back the stone, and, I think, sat 
down with folded wings; what 
could that. angel do toward rais- 
ing the body of Jesus? The touch 
of all the angelic fingers in Heaven 
wouldn’t do it. The soldiers were 
frightened, but they rallied again, 
and Christ walked out of the sep- 
ulchre as if He had risen from 
a sweet night’s sleep. I suppose 
a more sober-looking class of men 
never went up into the city than 
those Roman soldiers; they were 
going to tell the truth. They went 
to the Pharisees and said to them, 
“This morning we were all on 
guard, and at an early hour one 
of the bright ones came and rolled 
back that stone and sat on it; 
Christ has done everything that 
He said He would do.” 

“Hush! don’t speak it loud. No 
matter what He did you mustn't 
tell it,” said the same Pharisees! 
And it is said that they~ coven- 
anted with those soldiers, to swear 
to what the Pharisees knew was 
false and what the soldiers knew 
was false. 

“Well, what shall we swear to?” 

“Swear that when you were 
asleep His disciples came and stole 
Him away.” Fine witnesses to 
testify to what occurred when 
they were asleep. But it was the 
best they could think of at the 
time. And now, friends, it would 
seem that the black seal would 
be fixed upon the souls of the 
Pharisees, but it was not. 


I have been showing you all 
along that it was a willful and 
continued rejection of light; it was 
a repetition of the same thing.

Who Can Commit the 
Unpardonable Sin? 


The next question I am 
answer, is, who can commit this 
sin? What person can do it? I 
answer, any lost person in the 
wide world who can deliberately 
say to the calls and invitations of 
the Gospel, “Go thy way for this 
time,” is in danger, every time 
you say it, of never being called 
again. I hope it isn’t too late. I 
felt fearfully solemn tonight com- 
ing into this room, and all the 
way here, I don’t know who I 
am addressing. 

Look at that beautiful young 
man and young lady, so moral, 
so spotless, so pure in character, 
so upright and think what they 
did last year; last year alone they 
rejected Jesus Christ 365 times. 
Now they are looking up and say- 
ing, “What have I done?” Every 
instance of rejection merits the 
wrath of God forever. True, they 
haven’t been profaning the name 
of God, they haven’t been guilty 
of theft and drunkenness, but 
they have rejected Christ, and 
He hasn’t been able to get into 
their hearts up to this hour, and 
a thousand chances if He gets in 
tonight. Who can commit this 
sin? It is that man who owns one 
of the principal pews in the house 
of God. He is a noble specimen of 
a man; he is a generous man: 
and, pastors, there isn’t a person 
you can go to with more confi- 
dence than that man: he is a de- 
fender of the Bible; he is a de- 
fender of the Sabbath; he is a 
defender of the church of the 
living God; he is liberal in the 
support of the church of God and 
of the Christian religion; but let 
Christ try to get into that man’s 
heart, and see what he does— 
“No, go and save my bad neigh- 
bor.”” What does 
He rejects what he defends, what 
he supports; Christ cannot get 
into his heart. That is the sin that 
makes me tremble. 


I sat down over this question 
that I am discussing now for six 
solid days in my study, until I

How Does the Unpardonable 
Sin Show Itself? 


The third question I was to 


answer is, how does that sin show: 


itself? How may I know whether 
I have committed it or not? That 
Sin generally shows itself in one 
of two ways after it has been 
committed. One is, by calling out 
the malignity, the bitter malignity 
of the heart against God and re- 
ligion. There is nothing that tor- 
ments that person more than such 
a meeting as this. The very ring- 
ing of the bell that calls Chris- 
tians to the house of God night 
after night torments him. And 
there is no person that he will 
speak more unkindly of than per- 
haps he would of myself; standing

was found, as nobody knew that 
he was there. Since this minister 
gave me the incident, I have tried 
to imagine him wandering through 
that cave. What would he have 
given to have felt in his trembling 
fingers that thread or lamp again? 
If it had been Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, how quickly he would have 
given his millions, if there was 
no other way, to have that thread 
put into his hands again. 

Now, that little lamp is what 
feeling you have here tonight. 
That thread, which would lead 
you out to hope and Heaven, the 
desire that lingers in your bosom 
to become a Christian—that is 
the reason why I have asked you 
to go into the vestry with us and 
acknowledge by your presence 
there, “I mean to cherish all the 
feeling I have.” That gone, you 
are in the cave without your twine 
and without your hand-lamp. 


Why This Sin Cannot 
Be Forgiven 


- But I must answer the last ques- 
tion: Why cannot this sin be for- 
given as well’as any other? If the 
plood of Christ cleanseth from all 
sin, why can it not cleanse from 
this? It is not because the person 
is the greatést sinner in the world, 
4t is the peculiar mature of the 
gin that renders it unpardonable. 
Friends, you need to get hold of 
the great fact that God has but 
one ‘way by which He can save 
you or me. You say that God can 
‘save you if He pleases; God has 
but one way by which He can 
save you. God the Father has no 
blood and He can never wash out 
your guilt; and God the Holy 
Ghost has not a drop of blood 
‘and ‘He cannot wash out your 
‘guilt; the blood is in the second 
person. It is the office work of 
the Holy Spirit in every instance 
‘to lead the sinner to the second 
person, and lead him through the 
blood of the second person back 
to the first person. So, the work 
‘of salvation is the work of the 
‘triune God; not a sinner was ever 
saved except by the joint action 
of the three persons. 


Now, friends, all you have to 
do to render your sin unpardon- 
able is to continue to say no, 
no, until the Holy Spirit takes 
His flight. And if He is gone, and 
does not come back, you are a 
doomed sinner; you cannot get 
out of your cave; for, “No man,” 
Christ says, ‘‘can come to me ex- 
cept the Father which sent me, 
draw him.” You can resist the 
drawing, but you eannot come 
without it. Here is the peril, the 
danger; it is the peculiar nature 
of the sin. 

A beautiful stranger bird years 
ago came to our home. The little 
bird had been delicately reared 
in some family, and it had lost 
its way somehow, and came to 
our house. My son Edward, a little 
boy ten years old, thought he 
would keep the bird. The bird 
“would ‘be fed from my son's fin- 
gers, and he seemed pleased with 
this néw ‘home. t one day Ed- 
‘ward, in a boyish prank, grieved 
‘the stranger bird; his lauguage 
‘was Silent, but he seemed to say, 
“Edward, you ‘have grievéd me 
‘and Iam’ going away.” The little 
“bifd flew up ‘on fo the banisters 
pand looked at Edward, as if to say, 
‘You have grieved*me’; and then 
flew to the eaves and took an- 
jothér look, then “to the ridge and 
ttook ‘One last ‘lingering look, and 

‘spread its wings and left our 
“home and ‘nevér returned. I said, 
Does the Holy Spirit go like that?

Have you grieved him, frends? 
What a grief to the Holy Spirit 
when He tries to lead you to 
Jesus and you say, no! What a 
grief it must be to the triune 
God to have any man or woman, 
however moral and upright in 
your life, say, “Go thy way for 
this time!’ I hope I am not too 
late. Oh, I hope I am not too late! 


You all remember the case of the 
fiery flying serpents that came 
among the Israelites; when it 
stung a man, whether rich or 
poor, in every case that man had 
xo die. The doctors could do no- 
thing; experiments all failed; every 
man stung died, until Moses went 
to God and asked God to make 
out a prescription. God said, ‘“‘Mo- 
ses, cut out a piece of brass’’— 
not two or three pieces—‘one 
piece of brass the shape of a ser- 
pent, and put that one piece of 
brass on the end of a pole and 
lift it up in the encampment; and 
no matter if a-man is a mile off, 
tell him there is God’s remedy, 
to look at that piece of brass.” 
And a man stung and ready to die, 
with his eyes on that brazen ser- 
pent, felt that the poison was all 
extracted. Now, every person in 
this house knows that the brass 
did not extract the poison; why, 
then, look? It was life, not for a 
look, but life in a look. That was 
to be the type of the great anti- 
type. 

Suppose, after it had cured 
thousands, some man should say 
to Moses, “That piece of brass 
on the end of that pole is too 
simple for a man of intelligence 
to look at to get the poison out of 
his system. And, Moses, if I should 
ever be stung, you could never get 
me to look at a piece of brass; I 
will never embrace anything that I 
cannot understand, and I cannot 
understand how looking at a piece 
of brass would take the poison 
out of a man’s system.” 


But by and by that man is 
stung, fearfully stung, and he 
cries out, “Moses, I am stung! 
Doctors, can’t you do something?” 


Moses says, ““There is the rem- 
edy on the end of that pole; it 
never failed in one instance; look 
at that piece of brass.” 

“I told you that I would never 
embrace anything that I couldn’t 
understand; I will never look at 
a piece of brass for the removal 
of the poison.” 

And in his anger he goes to 
the pole and takes off the piece 
of brass and puts it under his 
feet. Then he begins to pray, “O 
God, have mercy on me. Doctors, 
can’t you do something? “Moses, 
will you pray for me?” 

But God from His throne says, 
“Your disease is incurable now.” 

“Why is my disease incurable? 
It is no worse than others.” 

‘Because the only remedy in the 
world you have put under your 
feet, and you must die.” 

All you have to do to render 
your sin unpardonable is to say, 
“No, no,” until the Spirit takes 
his flight, until conscience no 
longer exercises its function, and 
until you are a sinner let alone; 
and if He doesn’t return, do 
what you will. you are a doom- 
ed sinner. Oh, ‘how deeply do 
I feel here tonight. I wonder if 
everybody is praying ‘for me and 
for this meeting? And, pastors, 
if I ever see anyone from Sac- 
carappa—God save me from wit- 
nessing what I did in the Mount 
Vernon Hotel at Philadelphia. I 
went there to see a large lumber 
dealer, and while I stood in the 
beautiful barroom of the Mount 


Vernon Hotel waiting for the ser- 
vant to come from Brother Greg- 
ory’s room, a _ gentleman had 
poured out a glass of strong drink, 
which stood on the counter, and 
that man stood over it uttering 
a stream of the most blasphemous 
oaths. Oh, I said, IT wish Mr. 
Gregory would come; how can I 
hear such profanity. 

He was a finely-dressed gentle- 
man of about forty years of age; 
he wasn’t intoxicated; he was a 
merchant purchasing goods in 
Philadelphia. And, without taking 
the glass (and he did not take it 
While I was there) he turned his 
eyes toward the door where I was 
standing and recognized me. He 
called me by my name, and said, 
“Do you remember holding a meet- 
ing in New York fifteen years 
ago?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Do you remember, Mr. Earle, 
when you preached your closing 
sermon you left a young man on 
the end of the front seat very 
anxious about his soul?” 

“I have forgotten that, but I 
remember there was a large num- 
ber of anxious souls.” 

He said, “I was that young 
man. I was there on the end of 
that seat anxious about my soul, 
and you bade us good-by, and 
went away. I went home perhaps 
at ten o’clock that night— I knew 
I needed a Saviour—and after I 
reached home I looked this thing 
all over carefully. I said, If I be- 
come a Christian, I have to leave 
drinking saloons, and card tables, 
and what had I better do? All 
alone I said, ‘Holy Spirit, go 
away, I will not be a Christian.’ 
And He left me, sir, fifteen years 
ago; and I have had no feeling 
on the subject of religion, but 
hatred to God. I perfectly hate 
God in my inmost soul, and have 
every minute since that time. And, 
sir, I am in the habit of cursing 
God as you have heard me. I am 
not a match for Him, I only know 
it with my head, I know that Hell 
is my portion when I get through.” 

I laid my hand on his shoulder 
and said, “Dear sir, you hurt my 
feelings; I cannot hear you say 
so.”’ 

“I do not blame you, sir, but 
I know, as I know there is a God, 
that Hell is my portion.”

He said, “I waked up in this 
hotel a few nights ago all bathed 
in tears.

And do you believe, I had to let 
go of that hand. As I went down 
the street in Philadelphia, I know 
the ibanks and stores looked small. 
Oh, I said, my God, how I wish 
I had stayed one night more! 
Just one night more with that 
man balancing between Heaven 
and Hell. 

Is this the hour to settle the 
destiny of souls who hear me?

But I must 
close, and yet how can I close? 

I beheve I feel now a little as 
the nurse did in the hospital.

Presbyterian minister came to me 
and said, “Sir, that was so, for 
the doctor was my own brother.”

I do not think it is wrong, if

TWO RESURRECTIONS OR 
THREE? 


A fine letter came from a good 
Christian lumberman, Mr. B. H. 
Nicely, at Cranberry, North Caro- 
lina. He asks a question which 
will be of interest to many, and 
here is his letter: 

Dear Dr. Rice: 

Realizing that you are a very 
busy man, I wonder if you could 
find time to explain the follow- 
ing, viz: 

Dr. Scofield, in his footnotes, 
commenting from the fifteenth 
chapter, I Corinthians, on the 
resurrection summary states as 
follows: 

“Two future- resurrections, 
which are inclusive of al] that are 
in the graves. These distinguished 
as ‘of life’ (I Cor. 15, 22, 23, etc.) 
and ‘of judgment’ (Rev. 20:11-13). 
Separated by one thousand years. 
The first resurrection ‘unto life,’ 
occurring at second coming of 
Christ, when the saints of Old 
Testament and church ages meet 
the Lord in the air, while the 
martyrs of the tribulation, who 
also have part in first resurrec- 
tion are raised at the end of the 
great tribulation period. After the 
thousand years the ‘resurrection 
unto judgment’ occurs.” 

Commenting from Revelation 
20, Dr. Scofield says the subjects 
are the wicked dead as, the re- 
deemed were raised one thousand 
years previously. 

Now if the righteous dead of all 
ages—that were in the grave— 
were raised at the “rapture” and 
the martyrs of the great tribula- 
tion period raised at the end of 
that period and the wicked dead 
of all ages at final judgment, it 
seems to me that there would nec- 
essarily need to he three future 
resurrections. 

Please understand that I am 
not trying to contradict any 
teaching of Dr. Scofield, but am 
interested to know the truth of 
this question and having read 
many of your sermons and com- 
mentations, I thought you might 
give me some light on this sub- 
ject.

order throughout that book is 
hearing the Word, believing it, 
and being baptized. Reference to 
the following passages wil] bear 
this out: Acts 2:41; 8:12, 13, 38; 
9:18; 10:47, 48; 16:15, 33; 18:8: 
19:5. The believer’s identification 
with Christ in baptism places him 
on resurrection ground as having 
passed out from under sin and 
death through the waters that 
speak of death and burial. 


In 1 Peter 3:20,21 where bap- 
tism is said to save, being the an- 
titype to the figure of the flood 
im Noah’s time, it is connected 
with resurrection, and so brings 
out the truth noticed in the pas- 
Sages just referred to. The words, 
“The answer of a good conscience 
toward God,” forbid all reference 
to infants or irresponsible persons, 
for they plainly indicate a per- 
sonal faith in response to truth 
received. 


Judaistic Origin 

Baptismal regeneration 
doubtless one of the fruits of the 
Judaism of the early years of the 
Church, which taught that the 
Church of God was simply a con- 
tinuance of the Old Testament 
economy, and failed to see that 
God was doing an absolutely new 
thing in “calling out” an assem- 
bly to be the Body of Christ. Bap- 
tism has been looked upon as tak- 
ing the place of circumcision. If 
it had, why did not the apostles 
Say so when met in council in Acts 
15—for that would at once have 
been a decisive answer to those 
enforcing circumcision as a neces- 
sity for Gentiles? Besides, we have 
the meaning of circumcision for 
the believer brought out in Col. 
2:11. At the same time almost, 
Nicolaitanism or Clerisy came in- 
to being, by which the separate 
class of the clergy was given a 
place and a power in utter viola- 
tion of the Scriptures. This, along 
with the _ position which the 
Church abrogated to itself with 
the rise of the Papacy, meant the 
assumption of special spiritual 
authority which was really an in- 
vasion of the Divine prerogative. 
Baptismal] regeneration is a denial 
of the Word of God which re- 
quires a personal faith in Christ 
to be saved.

The Evangelical Quarterly, Octo- 
ber 1929. Baptismal Regeneration 
belongs to Rome and unfortunate- 
ly found its way into the Church 
of England Prayer Book, though 
Evangelicals in that Church by 
their practice of presenting the 
gospel and inviting those in their 
congregations who have been 
sprinkled in infancy to accept 
Christ, and by preaching regener- 
ation by faith alone, show them- 
selves superior to the teaching of 
their own Prayer Book.—EZditor.] 

Dr. Scroggie says :— 

The Romanists acknowledge 
that the ground of justification is 
the work of Christ accomplished 
for men by His death. But they 
do not consider that that work 
is by itself, sufficient, for by the 
imposition of such rites as Pen- 
ance and Absolution they supple- 
ment it, and so invalidate its ade- 
quacy. 

But it is when we come to the 
human aspect of the question that 
we see how contrary to Scripture 
is the teaching of Rome. 

It teaches that the merits of 
Christ are given to infants and 
adults in Baptism, and that Bap- 
tism takes away original sin both 
as to its guilt and existence, so 
that the person thus baptized is 
restored to the purity which he 
possessed before the fall. 

This is the pernicious doctrine 
of Baptismal Regeneration, a doc- 
trine which, alas, is not the mono- 
poly of Rome. While the exercises 
of faith, and the action of the 
Spirit in the regeneration of the 
soul are not wholly excluded, yct 
they are so completely subor- 
dinated to the Virtue of Baptism 
and the “intention” of the priest, 
as to be incidental rather 
essential. 


In this way does Rome [and alB 
holding this theory—Ed.] deny 
that fundamental truth of the 
New Testament and watchword of 
the Reformation, that justifica- 
tion is by faith in Christ alone.

Note again that these who are 
raised here, in the beginning of 
chapter 20 in Revelation, are ‘‘the 
first resurrection.” That. means 
that those who would have been 
raised in the rapture from seven 
years before, are part of the same 
first resurrection. In other words, 
the Bible counts that all those 
Christians are in the first resur- 
rection, though some will be rais- 
ed up at the rapture; and then 
those converted in the tribulation 
time, after the rapture, will be 
raised up when Christ returns to 
reign. But that is not much dif- 
ference in time, seven years, and 
it is exactly the same kind of 
resurrection, and of the same kind 
of people. And so it is called the 
first resurrection. 


A thousand. years later will be 
the second resurrection, and that 
is of unsaved people; and they 
will all be brought to the judg- 
ment described in Revelation 20: 
11-15, and all these will go to 
Hell, and assigned their punish- 
ment according to their works, 
revealed in the judgment.

May 24, 1952 
My dear Mrs. Chappell: 

I thank you for your good let- 
ter. I will try to expain I Corinth- 
lians 6:2-3. 

I think that we have accus- 
tomed ourselves to a meaning of 
the word judge which is not the 
meaning here. I believe that this 
passage means that the saints will 
rule over the world, when Jesus 
comes with us, to set up His king- 
dom upon the earth. Read the 
Scriptures again. 

“Do ye not know that the saints 

Shall judge the world? and if 

the world shall be judged by 

you, are ye unworthy to judge 
the smallest matters? Know ye 
not that we shall judge angels? 
how much more things that per- 

tain to this life?’”—I Cor. 6:2-3. 

Compare with that the promise 
of the Saviour to the apostles. 

“And Jesus said unto them, 

Verily I say unto you, That ye 

which have followed me, in the 

regeneration when the Son of 
man shall sit in the throne of 
his glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel.”—Matt. 
19:28. 
Here judging means ruling. 


The rule of saints over the world 
in the millennial Kingdom is pro- 
mised in Revelation 2:26,27, which 
says: 

“And he that overcometh, and 
keepeth my works unto the end, 
to him will I give power over 
the nations: And he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron; as the 
vessels of a potter shall they be 
broken to shivers: even as I re- 
ceived of my Father.” 


So I would say that Christians 
will help Christ rule on the earth. 
The twenty-four elders are pic- 
tured in Revelation 4:9,10 as say- 
Ing, 

“And when those beasts give 
glory and honour and thanks to 
him that sat on the throne, who 
liveth for ever and ever, The 
four and twenty elders fall 
down before him that sat on 
the throne, and worship him 
that liveth for ever and ever, 
and cast their crowns before 
the throne, saying.” 


The Scripture also promises “‘if 
we suffer, we shall also reign with 
him” (II Tim. 2:12a). 

With these Scriptures in mind, 
I think that I Corinthians 6:2-3 
is simply teaching that Christians 
will have supérvision over the 
world and over angels in the mil- 
lennial reign of Christ. on earth. 
That is that some Christians, 
those who suffer with Christ and 
those who are worthy, will rule 


jover others and will rule over 


angels. 


We must remember also that 
in the parable of the pounds, il- 
lustrating how the Saviour will 
reward faithful Christians, the 
master says to one servant who 
has gained ten pounds “have thou 
authority over ten cities,” and to 
another “be thou also over five 
cities” (Luke 19:17,19).

“EXTREMELY PRE. 
MILLENNIAL”? 


By the Editor 


A good Baptist pastor, Rev. 
Lewis M. Kirkland, of Poynor, 
Texas, writes: 


“IT enjoy reading THE Sworp, but 
would enjoy it much more if you 
were not so ‘extremely pre-millen- 
nial’ in your views. That is not 
the real basis for fellowship 
among Christians. Our fellowship 
is in Christ. These varying views 
tend to disrupt the fellowship. 
Let’s let Him come when He 


chooses to come, and in His own 


)way. Until then, let’s be about 
His business. Let us not split 
hairs over non-essentials.” , 

We are glad to have this kindly 
criticism. Here is the editor’s an- 
swer. 

May 26, 1952 
Dear Brother Kirkland: 

I was glad to have your letter. 
We are sending you the Poems 
That Preach and we hope you like 
it. 

I am glad to have fellowship 
with all who take the Bible as the 
sole standard and authority for 
faith and practice. Some details 
we will not understand alike. You 
call my position “extremely pre- 
millennial.” But generally I am 
not thought to be extreme on that 
matter. I have had the finest fel- 
lowship with others who do not 
call themselves premillennial, and 
my preaching is without radical- 
ism. In fact I, more than any 
other writer of the present day, 
I think, show up the follies of ul- 
tradispensationalism, date-setting, 
the talk about “signs” that Christ 
must come within a certain time, 
etc. I have one main contention, 
with which, I think, you will be in 
sympathy. Jesus plainly said 
again and again that we are to 
watch, since no man knows the 
day nor hour of His coming. So 
I teach that Jesus may come to- 
day, or He may come a thousand 
years hence. Nobody knows when. 
I agree perfectly with your state- 
ment, “Let’s let Him come when 
He chooses to come, and in His 
own way.” And of course the way 
in which He comes will be the 
way He foretold that He would 
come. The when, we do not know, 
except that we know we ought to 
be expecting it and looking for- 
ward to it and watching for it. 


I also agree with your state- 
ment, “Until then, let’s be about 
His business.” I am continually 
working on those people who 
make much of doctrinal soundness 
and of Bible teaching on the 
Second Coming, but who do not 
win souls. I believe that soul win- 
ning 1s a more important doctrine 
than any particular’ teaching 
about when Jesus may come. In 
other words, I like better a post- 
millennialist or amillennialist who 
really has a burden to win souls 
than a premillennialist who does 
not have a burden to win souls. 


At the same time, premillen- 
nialists have generally been the 
greater soul winners. Right now 
the greatest soul winners in the 
Southern Baptist Convention are 
premillennialists—for example, R. 
G. Lee, W. A. Criswell and Lee 
Roberson. May God be praised for 
their great ministries! And that 
is not surprising for the greatest 
soul winners have usually been 
looking for Christ to come. That 
was true about D. L. Moody, R. A. 
Torrey, J. Wilbur Chapman, Billy 
Sunday. It is true today of Billy 
Graham, Bob Jones, Hyman Ap- 
pelman, Merv Rosell, Jack Shuler, 
etc. One who really looks for 
Jesus to come at any time has a 
good reason to work at soul win- 
ning. 

Thank you for your letter. I am 
always glad to have honest com- 
ments by Bible-believing Chris- 
tians who want to win souls. Here 
is my hand and my heart, dear 
brother.

“HAS GOD CALLED ME 

TO BE AN EVANGELIST?” 

A New York state pastor who 
has in two years had 166 profes- 
sions of faith, with 80 additions 
by letter, 100 converts actually 
baptized into the church in one 
year, besides 42 joining by letter, 
wrote this editor for counsel. He 
has had experience as a song lead- 
er in revivals, has preached in 
many revival services, is a college 
graduate with a B.D. degree from 
a good seminary. Should he return 
to the seminary for his doctor’s 
degree, should he go into the work 
of evangelism? I trust my answer 
will be helpful. 

Dear Brother Fletcher: 

I’m happy to have your letter 
asking counsel. You would like to 
go into the field of full-time evan- 
gelism and yet you are not sure 
whether the time is ripe and 
whether that should be your next 
step. 

I have prayerfully considered 
the matter and I'll try to state 
the problems so you can make 
your own decision. 

1. Only those should go into 


full-time work as evangelists who 
are anointed of God for that work. 
Those who cannot win souls ought 
not to set out to be evangelists. 
One who could not win souls in 
the pastorate would not win many 
souls in the evangelistic field. In 
your case you have been greatly 
blessed in soul winning in the pas-, 
torate. One hundred new converts 
actually baptized into the church 
in one year, with 42 additions by 
letter is, I think, a fine record 
and indicates that God is blessing 
your soul-winning work. ‘Those 
who do not pay the price for soul- 
winning power in the pastorate 
and do not work hard at soul 
winning, could not win in evangel- 
ism. I believe that God has fitted 
you for soul-winning work and has 
helped you to have the heart and 
do the work necessary. 


2. God seems to open doors for 
you in revival work. There is a 
real field for those who can get 
people saved and can hold good 
revival campaigns. Jesus said, 
“The harvest truly is great, but 
the labourers are few.” He ex- 
horted us to pray that the Lord 
of the harvest would thrust forth 
labourers into the harvest. There- 
fore I believe One who has many 
open doors for revivals and op- 
portunities should probably take 
this as part of the call to evan- 
gelism. In some cases one would 
have more open doors in another 
field and that would need to be 
weighed. But where you have 
many opportunities for soul win- 
ning as an evangelist, that may be 
of God. When I left the pastorate 
in Dallas I had eighteen invita- 
tions for revival campaigns on my 
desk and I felt that this was pres- 
sure from God. 

3. You must face frankly the 
fact that an evangelist has greater 
temptations and will have to work 
harder and pray more than a pas- 
tor. Naturally since God gives 
greater opportunities and wins 
more souls through an evangelist, 
He expects the evangelist to be 
willing to suffer more for Him. 
There will be some persecution. 
There will be some hardship. There 
may be real poverty. There may 
be times of testing and waiting 
and failure, if you go into evan- 
gelistic work. Are you willing to 
pay that price? You see, if you 
step out you must go on your own 
faith. If you believe that God is 
clearly leading you to go and you 
trust Him to help you, and you 
are willing to suffer and learn, 
and be humbled, and keep on 
praying and working, then that 
would be a very clear sign of God's 
call. But if you do not have in 
your own heart a decision to trust 
the Lord and assurance that He 
will be with you and help you 
despite the difficulties, and if you 
do not have the willingness to 
suffer and wait while you grow 
into the work, then I cannot ad- 
vise you to leap into this great 
field as an evangelist. I would 
wait until God gave me the as- 
surance and the faith for it. For 
you may be assured it will cost 
greatly. It will take much praying. 
There will be times of testing. 
That goes with being an evangel- 
ist. With the greater opportunities 
and the greater honor there goes 
a greater responsibility, and God 
will let you be tested severely. I 
think it is worth while and I am 
glad to suffer for Jesus in order 
to win more souls. Are you? And 
do you believe that He is. clearly 
leading you to make this step? 


I personally left Southwestern 
Seminary one year before getting 
my master of theology degree. I 
feel I did right. In your case, if 
you feel led to go back and finish 
your seminary degree, that may 
be wise. But if the burning im 
your heart is strong and you feel 
a Spiritual distaste for further 
study, it may be God is ready for 
you to launch out into the field 
as an evangelist. I do not know. 


You know that I am for educa- 
tion for the ministry. I believe 
that it is a sin to be lazy about 
study and that usually God wants 
a preacher to get good education 
and good training. But again just 
how far you should go is a mat- 
ter to* be decided through the 
leading of the Holy Spirit. May 
He make His plan clear to you. 

Let me know.if I can help you 
further. ~

The disciples were there in the 
upper room. Rumor had been run- 
nz like wild fire. The doors were 
eccurely locked that there might 
be no intrusion. They desired to 
discuss this new turn of events. 
The women said they had seen 
Him. The two who walked to Em- 
maus were positive that the 
stranger who walked with them 
was He. In fact they saw the 
wounds in His hands when He 
tivted them to ask the blessing. 
Those who had not seen Him as 

et wondered if it all could be 
true. It seemed almost too won- 
derful. Had He come back from 
tiie dark valley of death never to 
feave them any more? Perhaps 
Fie would come to them tonight. 
Tne Master would know just 
where to find them. I think that 
@crhaps their ears were straining 
to catch the sourld of His gentle 
tread. Methinks that they were 
fistening for his footfall on the 
étairs. Perhaps they watched for 
a movement of the latch and lis- 
tened for the sound of His voice 
without, bidding them open unto 
Him. 

Suddenly every voice was still. 
INNo window had been raised, no 
door unlatched, but Jesus stood 
bi~ their midst. The inevitable 
Christ was among them. He who 
came out of the grave came into 
the upper room. Lest there should 
still be the semblance of a doubt 
#i- any heart, He spoke. Jesus 
s{ood in their midst and said unto 
them, “Peace be unto you. And 
when He had so said, he showed 
unto them his hands and his side 
... Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you as my 
Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you. And when he had said this. 
Bic’ breathed on them, and said 
unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost.” It is to those sayings of 
Jesus that I would turn your at- 
tention. There are three words 
that sum up what He said: The 
word PEACE, the word PARTICIPA- 
TION, and the word POWER. 


Peace—Participation—Power 


Twice He spoke the word peace. | 


To me this is significant. There 
tsa twofold peace. In the Gospeis 
we are told of a twofold rest. We 
are told of a rest given and a rest 
found. “Come unto me, all ye that 
fabor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest ... Take my 
yoke upon you and learn of me... 
and ve shall find rest” (Matt. 11: 
23-29). It is a two-fold rest: first, 
a rest for the sinner; and second, 
a rest for the saint. So there is a 
twofold peace. Only Jesus can 
peak the word. 


Peace For Sinner 

Thank God for the word of 
peace Jesus spoke when we were 
out in the wilderness of sin, when 
our lives were at enmity to God. 
The waves of transgression beat 
us about. We heard the thunders 
of the wrath of God and saw the 
lightning of God’s judgment 
around the great white throne. 
We looked away to Jesus Christ 
in our fears and He spoke the 
word of peace to our sin-troubled 
soul. “Being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ” (Rom. 5:1). 
Through Christ on the cross peace 

was made, 
My debt by His death was all 
paid ; 

No other foundation is laid, 
For peace, the gift of God’s love. 


Peace for the Saint 

Many times since, have we 
heard Him speak the word of 
peace. We have not sailed a tran- 
quil sea since we were saved. We 
have been beaten and buffeted by 
temptation and sin. Like those 
early disciples we have often been 
tn sore distress. Like them, we 
have had to go aside from the 
world and shut the door. Then He 
has come and spoken and cheered 
our drooping spirits. Is there some 
Christian reading this who is in 
the midst of the storm? The 
clouds have gathered threatening- 
ly above you. You can hear the 
rumble of approaching thunder. 
I do not Know what it is in your 
life that has caused the unrest. 
You know the reason of the storm. 
Perhaps it is sin. Perhaps it is a 
crushing temptation that has 
bruised your soul. Perhaps it is 
some loss of friend or ‘fortune. 
You have been stricken by a great 
sorrow. Let this narrative cheer 
you this morning. Christ will come 
to you through the barriers of 
your life, through the locked doors 
of doubt and through the veil of 
your tears. He will come today 
into the upper room of your heart 
and show to you the prints of the 
nails. You, too, will hear Him say 
in accents clear and comforting, 


“Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you.” 
Peace, perfect peace; with sor- 


rows surging round? 
On Jesus’ bosom naught but calm 
is found. 


Peace, perfect peace! our future 
all unknown? 

Jesus we know, and He is on the 
throne. 


It is enough: earth’s struggles 
soon shall cease, 

And Jesus call to heaven’s perfect 
peace. 


Participation 

Jesus said, “As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you” 
(John 20:21). Here is one project 
in two parts. It is one enterprise 
with more than one. participant. 
Christ was sent by the Father on 
an errand: we are sent by Christ 
on the same errand. We are to 
carry on the project at the point 
where the Master completed His 
portion. If we can only get this 
idea of participation today it will 
give us a new vision of service. 


What an honor for us as individ- 


uals and as a church to partici- 
pate with Christ in such a mighty 
undertaking! We are laborers to- 
gether with the Lord. 

Why was Christ sent by the 
Father? On the errand of redemp- 
tion, with the message of mercy. 
He himself said, “For even the 
Son of man came not to be min- 
istered unto, but to minister, and 
to give his life as a ranson for 
many.” He came to seek and save 
those that were lost. We are to 
participate with Him in that won- 
derful work. 

Our business as individuals and 
as a church is to seek the lost. 
When you go to that class of girls 
or boys just remember this, that 
you are a partner with Christ 
Jesus in the greatest work possi- 
ble. Don’t think it is any little 
task that has been committed to 
your trust. Christ completed His 
part of the task. He could say, 
“It is finished.”. Shall you and I 
fail in our part? 


Seeking .the lost, yes, kindly en- 
treating 


Wanderers on the mountain 
astray; 
“Come unto me,” His message re- 
peating, 
Words of the Master speaking 
today. 


Thus would we go on missions of 
mercy, 
Following Christ from day to 
to day; 
Cheering the faint, 
the fallen, 
Pointing the lost to Jesus, the 
way. 


and raising 


Finally, He spoke a word of 
power. He breathed on them and 
said, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost” 
(v. 22). We cannot participate in 
His program unless we have re- 
ceived the power of the Holy 
Ghost. It is not in our strength 
that God’s work is done. Divine 
work is done by Divine power. “Ye 
shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 
The power of the Holy Spirit is a 
purging power. God cannot use 
unclean vessels. I pray God that 
all of us open our hearts afresh 
for the purifying power of the 
"Holy Spirit. This is a first requis- 
ite for service. God will withhold 


Oh! fill me with thy fulness, Lord, 


His presence in power from His 
own children until sin is put 
away. Let the Holy Spirit search 
and probe this hour. 


Our blest Redeemer, ere He 
breathed 

His tender last farewell, 

A guide, a comforter, bequeathed; 
With us to dwell. 

And every virtue we possess, 
And every victory won, 

And every thought of holiness, 
Are His alone. 


The Holy Ghost came upon the 
disciples at Pentecost, and they 
went out full of heavenly power. 
A study of the Book of the Acts 
shows that those who were filled 
with the Holy Spirit were full of 
power. They had power to sacri- 
fice and to suffer, to teach and 
to preach, to witness, and to work. 
Thousands of souls were born into 
the Kingdom of God and blessed 
through their ministry. This work 
of grace was not wrought through 
human energy, zeal, wisdom, or 
eloquence, but through the power 
of the ascended Lord poured forth 
through Spirit-filled lives. That is 
what I want for my ministry. I 
long that my work everywhere 
shall more and more be in demon- 
stration of Spirit and of power. 
Teacher, come to your class like 
that. Come full of the Holy Spirit. 
Go alone into your room and let 
Him breathe on you and fill you 
and thrill you. Choir, sing in pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit. Go alone 
with God until you get so close 
to heaven that you can hear in 
anticipation the song of the re- 
deemed. Then come to sing in the 
fulness of divine power. 

Let us all give the Lord Jesus 
Christ our hearts and heads and 
tongues and hands and feet afresh 
for service. Let us yield ourselves 
anew. Let us imagine ourselves 
in the upper room in the presence 
of the resurrected Lord. Let us 
see with the eye of faith those 
hands and feet and side and the 
wounds in His holy brow.
